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XV.— METEOROLOGICAL STATISTICS. 


No. 42.—Notes on the Rainfail of Western Australia for October, November, December, and 
the Year 1925. 


October.—Was another disappointing rainfall month. In-the Tropics, excluding a few trifling 
showers in the East Kimberley, a rainless period was experienced. Over the Gascoyne and Goldfields 
a light rainfall was noted on the 12th and 22nd, but in only one or two instances was the average ex- 
ceeded. 


In the agricultural districts, the Northern and Hastern portions showed a general decrease, ranging 
from a few points to over half-an-inch, the only rains of any importance falling on the 12th, 24th and 
28th. In the Southern agricultural centres and coastal areas a pronounced excess was shown between 
Denmark and Albany inland to Bridgetown, Katanning and Narrogin, and extending along the Coast 
to Esperance. The other stations in these divisions indicated a deficit when compared with the usual 
October totals. Useful rains fell on the 6th, 12th, 16th, 19th and 28th. 


November.—The month was one of very slight rainfall. Thunderstorms visited the Kimberley 
on several occasions, and a few spasmodic showers were noted in the North-West and Gascoyne, but 
in a great many instances no rain fell at all. Throughout the Goldfields thunderstorms were most 
frequent on the 5th, 12th 13th, and 26th, and over average totals were reported at a few stations. A 
glance at the Weather Charts for those days gives the impression that heavier totals should have re- 
sulted, and it is probable that away from the telegraph line it will be found that some heavy falls have 
been measured. These remarks also apply to the Kimberley. The Bureau only receives telegraphic 
reports from Broome, Derby and Fitzroy Crossing, and it is highly probable that some good falls have 
occurred in the wetter country to the North in the vicinity of Port George IV., and that these thunder. 
storms travelled South through the stations along the Fitzroy River. 


Showers visited the South-West Coast and penetrated to the agricultural districts on a few occa- 
sions, but in no case was the average exceeded. 


December.—Despite the numerous monsoonal depressions that traversed the country during the 
month, the greater part of the Kimberley, DeGrey, Fortescue, and West Gascoyne experienced a month 
deficient in rainfall, Turkey Creek showing a deficiency of 3-47 inches and Broome 2:80 inches. 


The other portions of the State, with one or two exceptions, showed gratifying excesses due to 
the thunderstorms that fell from time to time throughout the month. The best results were noted 
over the stretch of country lying between Nullagine and Mundiwindi, totals from 2 to 3 inches being 
reported. 


Some good gaugings, which should go a long way towards minimising the anxiety caused by the 
water shortage, were noted at many stations through the Eastern agricultural areas, and the lower 
Great Southern districts. Occasional heavy falls were also reported from the Coolgardie and Northern 
Goldfields. 


Year 1925.—A glance at the figures on the rainfall map for the year indicated that the excess 
was experienced through the inland portions of the DeGrey extending Southwards throuch the East 
Gascoyne to the Goldfields and thence to the Bight. The North Kimberley also showed an excess, as 
well as a few centres in the agricultural districts. The excesses ranged from a few points to 11-09 
inches at Widgiemooltha, 8-69 at Roy Hill, 8-51 at Wyndham, and 8-13 inches at Esperance. The 
remainder of the State showed defects, which were most pronounced in the East and West Kimberleys, 
throughout South-West Coastal areas and in the West Gascoyne. “— 


January and February, 1925, will long be remembered on account of the two “ Willy Willies? 
which developed in the North-West. The first centered at Roebourne where great destruction was 
wrought, and the other to the North of Condon, its greatest intensity being felt between that cone 
and stations on the route to Marble Bar and Nullagine. In both instances extensive rains resulted 
not only throughout the North-West but also over the Gascoyne, Goldfields and agricultural districts. 
Although the rains were widespread weaknesses were indicated from many stations in the North-West 
and on the Ashburton and Gascoyne, where the position was not actually relieved until the latter half 
of May, when a general downpour embracing all sub-tropical areas occurred, particularly useful falls 
being registered in the Ashburton and Gascoyne. : 
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From June to November a comparatively dry period ensued through the Kimberley, North-West 
and all pastoral districts, broken here and there by some useful falls. A remarkable downpour on the 
20th and 21st June was productive of 5-66 inches at Onslow. This was a strictly local fall and did 
not extend any distance from that centre. In November, thunderstorms visited the Kimberley on 
several occasions and a few spasmodic showers were noted in the North-West and Gascoyne. Through- 
out the Goldtields thunderstorms were most frequent on the 5th, 12th, 13th and 26th of that month, 
while in December the Kimberley reported some fair gaugings. The best falls of all, however, were 

‘noted through the country from the DeGrey River to Meekatharra, registrations of 2 and 3 inches 
being numerous. Thunderstorms were also reported from the East Gascoyne and Goldfields. 

In the agricultural districts the Winter rains started on the 13th May, and the good falls which 
occurred towards the end of that month had the effect of giving the season an excellent start. This 
was well maintained during June, when splendid rains fell during the latter part of the month. Below 
average falls were met with throughout July, and the lack of rain during August, together with the 
severe frosts experienced, had the effect of retarding the crops which were ina backward condition, 
while pastures had also suffered from the cold dry weather. As a result of two good downpours on 
| the 10th and 21st September, the agricultural position greatly improved, but heavy frosts still checked 
|the growth of pastures. Another general rain on the 11th and 12th October still further improved 
the crop’ prospects. 

Thundery conditions were greatly in evidence during November and December, and considerable 
damage to crops through hail was reported.
